Estimate of Nazi Secret 


Police Introduced in 


Nuernberg Trial 


Nuernberg, Dec. 14—(AP)—Six 


million European Jews were ruth- 
lessly slaughtered in the nazi cam- 
paign of extermination, said Ger- 
man secret police estimates plac-. 
ed today before the international 
military tribunal trying 21 of Hit- 
ler's top leaders on war crimes 
charges. 


American prosecutors filed an 


affidavit by Dr. Wilhelm Hoettl, 
right hand man to defendant 
Ernst Kalteribrunner in the secret 
police, giving the estimate. 


'"Approximately 4,800,000 Jews 


had been killed in the various ex- 
termination camps while an addi- 
tional 2,800,000 met death in oth- 
er ways, the major part of which 
were shot by operational squads 
of security police dring the cam- 
paign against Russia," Hoettl said 
in his affidavit. 


Hoettl attributed his figure to 


Adolf Eichman, chief "Jew Catch- 
er" in the secret police. He said 
Eichman confessed it to him in 
August, 1944, in expressing the 
conviction that he would have to 
pay for "the millions of Jewish 
lives on his conscience." 


Eichman Best Informed 


Gestapo Chief Hemnch Himmler 


thought Eichman's total was too 
low, Hoettl's affidavit 
revealed. 


But Hoettl added that Eichman 
was the best informed official on 
Jewish executions. 


Thousands were killed when SS 


troops wiped out the Warsaw 
Ghetto in a 29-day massacre in 
1943, according to records sub- 
mitted by Ma]. William F. Walsh 
of New York City, assistant U. 
S. prosecutor. 


Details of the mass murder in 


Warsaw were read from the re- 
ports of the SS police chief of the 
city, who wrote that he ordered 
troops "to destroy the entire Jew- 
ish residential area by setting 
every block on fire." 


Shocking Clarity 


The reports showed that the SS 


chief, a Maj. Gen. Stroop, direct- 
ed the annihilation campaign from 
April 17 to May 16. 1943, and 
that he boasted he had killed 7,000 
Jews in battle. 5,000 to 6,000 by 
explosions and fires and collected 
49,000 others "whose extermina- 
tion in camps can be proved." The 
cost to the Germans was 15 dead. 


No attempt by allied officials 


to write an account of the mass 
murder in the Ghetto has yet 
equalled the shocking clarity ot 
the SS reports themselves.

Threat of Another 
Huge Nation-Wide 
Walkout Is Heard 


(By The Associated Press) 


A threat of another huge coun- 


try-wide strike, 
involving some 


200.000 CIO electrical workers em- 
ployed in plants of three big cor- 
porations, darkened the nation's 
already-gloomy labor picture to- 
day. 


Following the pattern set by 


CIO workers in the steel and auto- 
motive industries. CIO employes in 
.plants of General Electric, West- 
inghouse and the electrical divi- 
sion of General Motors yesterday 
voted almost five to one in favor 
of a work stoppage to enforce de- 
mands for a $2 a day wage in- 
crease. 


The strike of the union workers 


in the plants of the country's three 
largest manufacturers of electrical 
equipment in 75 industrial centers 
in 16 states, said a union spokes- 
man, would not be called until 
after Jan. 1. Returns of yester- 
day's vote, reported by the Na- 
tional 
Labor 
Relations 
Board, 


showed to date 86,794 workers in 
favor of a walkout and 
18.216 


against. 
Complete returns were 


expected later today. 


Some 400.000 Idle 


The CIO United Auto Workers, 


currently engaged in wage nego- 
tiations with the automotive in- 
dustry's "big three" have about 
175,000 workers on strike at Gen- 
eral Motors plants in support of a 
demand for a 30 per cent wage 
rate hike. The CIO United Steel- 
workers union, seeking a 52 a day 
pay boost for about 700.000 mem- 
bers, has called a strike for Jan. 
14. 
Officials of the CIO United 


Electrical, Radio & Machine work- 
ers 
estimated 
that 
yesterday's 


strike vote would mean a walkout 
of 200.000 workers. 


Current labor disputes continued

Hamburg, Genrmany— (AP) — 


Field Marshal Montgomery's head- 
quarters announced today 
that 


Josef Kramer, the "Beast of Bel- 
sen," and ten others of the Belsen 
gang, including blonde Irma Grese, 
were hanged yesterday for com- 
mitting crimes at the notorious 
concentration camp. 


The executions were carried out 


at the Hamelin by Pierrepont, of- 
ficial British hangman. 


The 11 condemned to death were 


moved from Lueneburg's jail to 
the anciont prison on the banks 
of the Wesscr river at Hamelin 
five days ago. 
The gallows were 


built by the Royal Engineers. 


Marshal Montgomery denied all 


appeals Saturday. 
The eight men 


and three women hanged 
were 


condemned to death by a British 
military court Nov. 17 for atroci- 
ties committed at the Belsen and 
Oswiecim 
concentration 
camps. 


Nineteen other persons drew pris- 
on terms. 


Three Did Xot "Appeal 


Three of the condemned accept- 


ed the court's verdict without ap- 
peal. 
They were Elizabeth Vol- 


kenrath, 26. head women's super- 
visor for the SS (Elite Guard): 
Juana Borman, 42, a fanatic who 
gave up missionary work to join 
the SS: and Franz Hoeszler, 34- 
year-old SS member who helped 
pick victims for the gas chamber. 


Kramer, 39. was camp com- 


mandant. 
Irma Grese was the 


pistol-packing "queen" of the Bel- 
sen camp. 


Others who died were Dr. Fritz 


Klein, 58, who chose inmates for 
the gas chamber; Peter Weingart- 
ner, 32; Karl Francioh. 33: Ansgar 
Pichen, 32; Franz Starfle, 30; and 
Wilhelm Dorr. 24. 


Montgomery's terse announce- 


ment said: 


"All 11 of the Belsen criminals 


who were sentenced to death at

Two gallows were used, permit- 


ting the eight men to be hanged 
in pairs.

Committee Chairman 
Sen. Barkley Hints He 


May Soon Resign 


Washington. Dee. I I — ( A P ) — 


Chairman 
Barkley 
(D-Ky) 
an- 


nounced today he may resign from 
the Pearl Harbor committee. His 
statement came after the commit- 
tee's entire legal staff asked to be 
excused from further participation 
in the inquiry. 


Barkley told his colleagues that 


during the next few days before 
reaching a final decision he would 
weigh his "relative obligations" to 
the committee and to the senate, 
where he is majority leader. 


"If I conclude that my obliga- 


tions are greater to the senate, 
I shall resign as a member of the 
committee," he added. 


Previously William D. Mitchell, 


committee counsel, and his entire 
staff asked to be relieved of duty. 


Barkley called this move by the 


staff a "tragic development." 


Mitchell said he and his aidea 


would continue to present testi- 
mony this month, but Barkley said 
it would be difficult for the com- 
mittee to find other counsel. 


Mitchell asserted in his state- 


ment that "all of my sta'ff accept- 
ed their places on my expectation* 
and assurances that they would 
not be held up for any considerable 
time after January first. My own 
obligations and responsibilities put 
me in the same position." 


Somn Gave Services 


Mitchell said when he accepted 


the council's post weeks ago that 
he wanted to be relieved of duty 
by tho first of the year. 


Barkley noted that Mitchell and 


some of his assistants had said 
they desired to-serve without com- 
pensation.
